Work performed this week (5-29 thru 6-3):

Water Main has been installed up Orchard Court and to the end of the easement area. The existing
water main has been tapped on Monroe Street (M-46) and water main will be installed to the north side
of Fox Drive. The proposed hydrants have been delivered and the Contractor will go back and finish the
week by installing hydrants at the proposed locations.

Work to be performed next week (6-4 thru 6-10):

¢ Monday-Tuesday (June 5-6): The contractor plans on doing the road open cuts on Wilson place
at Fox Drive and at Wilson Place at Wilson Drive.

e Wednesday (June 7th) Earth Worm will be on site to do the directional drilling of the proposed
water main on Fox Drive from Wilson Street to Fox Place.

e Thursday (June 8th) the Contractor plans to do a water shut down to make a water main
connection on Wilson Drive east of Wilson Place. The Contractor was reminded that
landowners will need a minimum of 24 hours advanced notice before shutting the water
down. The contractor anticipates that the water will need to be off for 4-5 hours +/-.

e Friday (June 9t) Anticipate to pressure test, chlorinate, and let the water main set for the
weekend to test the following week.

e No additional Miss Dig requests are required for this week.
